As a result the only person to decide 
whether a sailor is mialingering or 
really ill is the captain, woo, though 
legally responsible for tie proper care 
of all on board, may or may not know 
anything of the subject. The latter 
js generally the case. | 

Ab a rule, a sailor will delay report- 
ing sick unt!l the last moment, One 
reason is that his mates are inclined 
to believe that he is anxious to shirk 
his work, and so leave the more to be 
done by them. The other reason is 
that most sea captains have one stock 
remedy—a powerful dose of salts— 
which quite possibly may make the 
complaint considerably worse instead 
of better. And you have got to take 
those abominable salts, whether you 
like itsor not. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
captain’s position is very difficult, If 
he is nice and sympatietic, and ever 
ready to grant absence from work, he 
will have half the crew laid up with 
indefinab'e maindies. 

And, on the other hand, if he fails’ 
to recognize that a man is really bad, 
and death or a serious illness results 
as often happens, he can hardly be 
blamed for ignorance of a difficult 
subject in which he has received no 
instruction, 

Any sailor of experience will tel! 
you stories of sickness at sea that 
would considerably startle the average 
landsman. Tlore was the case of 
an Irishman, who, in the course of a 
voyage from San Francisco to Liver- 
pool asked for exemption from duty 
because he had severe pains in his 
legs. He was accused of malinger- 
ing, compelled ‘to continue his duties 
and when his legs literally gave way 
under him, he was left unnoticed for 
some hours. 

On being carried to the hospital at 
port, the doctor found that he was suf- 
fering trom gangrene arising from ne- 
glected frostbite, and both his legs 
had to be amputated. This would} 
have been avoided if he had received 
proper treatment when the pain first 
started. 

The worst part is that, even if the 
captain does realise that the man is 
really ill, the most he can do {s to 
grant exemption from duty. It is

MODES OF TRAVEL. 


From the Jaunting Car to the Modern 
Electric Railway. ; 

The first jaunting cur was establish. 
ed in Ireland in 1815 by a Milanese, 
Carlo Bianconi, who settled tn Dublin | 
and drove every day to Caher ond 
back, charging twopence a mile. From 


established sixty-seven conveyances, 
drawn by 900 horses, 

The extension of modern manufac- 
turing towns and cities demanded still 
greater conveniences, which were sup- 
plied at first by the omnibus lines, 
which up to 1800 were the chief means 
of urban and interurban transporta- 
tion. To these succeeded the street 
railroad, traversed by cars: drawn by 
one or more horses, and these in turn 
became wholly inadequate to meet the 

emnand of the suburban districis, | 

‘phe cable car, drawn by underground 
exble, was the next Innovation, but 
this about 1880 to 1890 was supplanted 
by the electric trolley lines, and these 
ugain were supplementedin many cit- 
fes by elevated und subway lines in 
whicb the cars were propelled by elec- 
tricity supplied by a third rail. This 
latter device bas alrendy been applied 
to extended lines of railroads, and it 
is not unlikely that the present cen- 
tury wilt witness--the-cleerrification. of;

Rates and the Cost of Living 

A citizen of Weetern Canada is 
breakfasting at an Ottawa hotel on 
bread and butter, bacon, eggs and 
coffee. The waiter hands him the 
bill, which Is more than it used to be 
when he was there a few years ago, | 
and. of course, he lays the biame on 
rail rates, 

Let us consider the facts. The 
rate on flour from Winnipeg to Otta- 
wa in car-load lots, all-rail, is 30 cents 
per 100 pounds, say 60 cents for a 
barrel of 196 pounds, Manitoba flour 
,being strong and well-matured, the 
Ottawa baker is dble to make 196 
oaves, each weighing 14 pounds, from 
a barrel, the addition of water and 
yeast accounting for the seemingly 
Miraculous increase in the flour, As-| 
suming that our friend eats heartily 
of bread, we get down to this sum 
in Rule of Three:-—-If the rail rate on 
the principal raw material of 196 
loaves is 60 cents, what portion of it 
is paid by the consumer of half a loaf. | 

The hotel pays five cents or so per 
loaf, but may charge him twice or} 
three times that much for half a one. 
In any event it is evident that the 
ruil rate constitutes the merest frac- 
tion of the first cost of the bread. 
That a barrel of flour should be car- 
ried 1300 miles for 60 cents is, if one 
comes to think of {t, nothing short of 
wonderful, In Eastern Canada it 
costs 25 cen s or thereabouts to move 
a barrel by horse and wagon from the | 
railway station to the nearest house 
in town, 

The bacon is brought to Ottawa from 
Toronto and the Canadian Pacific rate 
for car-load lots is 20 cents per 100 
pounds, The butter and eggs come 
from Smith's Falls and the rate for 
less than car-load lots is 15 and 19 
cents per 100 pounds respectively. We 
need not trouble ourselves about the 
coffee, 

Bacon fetails in Ottawa just now 
for 25 and butter for 30 cents per 
pound, and eggs for 30 cents per doz- 
en, Once more, therefore, the rall 
rate is a wholly insignificant factor 
in the composition of the price, and 
consequently in the Westerner's hotel 
bill, 

Here, however, we see the bene- 
ficent working of the principle of 
charging what the traffic will bear, 
which he savs {s an outrageous prin- 
elple because it means that the rail- 
ways mulct the settler for all he can 
pay and live, In reality it means 
quite the opposite. The bacon, but-| 
ter and eggs pay a higher rate by a 
good deal in proportion to length of 
haul than the flour, in order that the | 
flour may be shipped from Manitoba 
to distant markets and leave the mil- 
ler and the farmer a tolerably good 
profit. But for this system the Can- 
adian West would still be to a great 
extent a desert place.

Mhis was his secoud reference to 

Jonah On the former occision He 

spoke of his experience in the belly 

Of the tish and sald that so He would 

be three days and three nights in the 

heart of the earth (Matt, Mi, 1240) 

The Pharisees believed in angols, 

spirits and the resurrection, but were 

self righteous formialists, hypocrites 
covetous and did their works to be 
seen of men, 

The Sadducees did not believe {n 
the resurrection (Mark xii, 18). His 
spirit was erieved because of them. 
so He left them and again went across 
the sea with His disciples, having only 
one loaf in the boat with them, for 
the disciples forgot to take bread as 
He charged them to take heed and 
beware of the leaven of the Pharisees 
and of ‘the Sadducees and of Herod, 
They thonght that he was referring 
to their forgetfulness in the matter of 
bread. What a suggestive lesson for 
us who are apt to think more of the 
health of the body than of the health 
of the soul, careful concerning what 
We oat and drink, but receiving the 
most poisonous things for our minds 
in the way of doctrine and from the 
duly papers and magazines, How 
they could think that lack of bread 
would he at all perplexing to Him 
whom they had seen feed 6,000 and 
4,000 with a few loaves and fishes 
seems indeed strange, and we do not 
wonder that He reminded them of 
these events and said: Having eyes 
see ye not? — And, having ears, hear 
ye not? And do ye not remember? 
How $s it that ye do not understand? 
(Verses 17-21; Matt, xvi, 8-12). When 
He said plainly, I spake not to you 
concerning bread, then they under. 
stood that He referred to the doctrine 
of the Pharisees and of the Saddu- 
ceen, 

In addition to what we said above 
concerning these two classes of peo- 
ple, it might be added that the Phar- 
isees denied any necessity for Christ's 
first coming, and the Sadducees denied 
His second coming, saying there {8 no 
resurrection, neither angel nor spirtt, 
nor future rewards and punishments 
(Acts xxifl, 8). The leaven of Herod 
suggests worldincss in every form, 
with a bit of religion, for Herod feared 
John the Baptist and observed him, 
and did many things but kept right 
on in s!p and would rather please gin- 
ners than do what he knew to be 
right (Mark vi, 20, 26). Let me again 
emphasize what IJ firmly belicve—that 
there is no place In the Bible where 
leaven ever means anything good, and 
therefore to speak of anything good 
as the leaven working is altogether 
unscriptural, It is easily so seen in 
our lesson; ‘m the passover story of 
Ex. xii, in the sacrifice of Lev. ii, 
11; !n the thanksgiving offering of 
Lev. vil, 12, 13; Amos 4, 5, where they 
were told that to offer leaven was just 
like them, and in I Cor. y, 6-8. 

Those who think that our Lord 
meant something good when He said 
“The Kingdom of Heaven is like unto 
leaven which a woman took and hid 
{nu three measures of meal till the 
whole was Jeavened” (Matt. xili, 33), 
should study carefully the four para- 
bies of which this is the last and note 
that our Lord was speaking not of 
the kingdom when {t shall have come 
but of this prasent age of the myster- 
ies of the kingdom (Matt. xiii, 11), 
while He ant ft are both rejected and 
the chureh 's being gathered. Not 
one of the four parabies gives any en- 
couragement to look for a converted 
world in this age, and the story of the 
leaven teaches that the woman, the 
professing chureh, will thoroughly 
corrupt her food, Let any one con: 
sider the Sunday topics of the major- 
{ty of preachers of the present day 
and then say whether the people ure 
gelting pure water from the fountain 
of life or something from the preach 
er’s own mind and not from God
